“Ye have heard that it hath been said,” 
&e. The Saviour is here addressing his 
disciples in a famitiar manner, that he might 
correct the false impressions which they had 
received concerning the moral cbligations 
which they were under, as christians, to 
their fellow-men. But does he tell them 
that Moses had said, “ Thou shalt love thy 
neighbour, and wate thine enemy ?”—You 
will not pretend that such is the fact: But 
should you indulge such a thought, I ask 
you to examine with the utmost care, the 
whole Pentateuch, and you will be fully sat- 
isfied that no such command as that of hating 
an is contained in the code of that 
venerable Prophet of God. It is undoubt- 
edly true that it had been said by many in 
ancient times, that the law of God allowed 
them to hate their enemies ; but this was 
never said by, Moses, through whom the De- 
ity imparted the instructions of his law for 
the government of the twelve tribes’ In- 
deed, it would be grossly inconsistent with 
the character of God, who loves his enemies, 
to instruct his creatures to hate such as 
might be enemies to them. 

n all probability, the sentiment which we 
are opposing, and which appears to have 
been commonly received among the Jews, 
at the commencement of the Saviour’s min- 
istry, had its origin in a perverse interpreta- 
tion which the Jewish Doctors had given to 
a passage in the writings of Moses, who was 
reminding his brethren, of the unkindness of 
the Amonites towards the tribes of Israel, 
when they solicited the privilege of passing 
aceably through their territory : Concern- 
ing them he gives the following direction to 
the Israelits—Deut. xxiii. 6. “Thou shalt 
not seek their peace, nor their prosperity all 
thy days for ever.” 

You will doubtless perceive that this di- 
rection was of a national and political char- 
acter. It prohibited the nation of Israel in- 
teresting itself to promote the peace and 
prosperity of their enemies, the Amonites 
and Moabites. It neither commands them 
to love or hate these nations: Yet it seems 
that the Jews had taken the liberty to con- 





strue this langu in such @ manner as to 
justify the sin of hatred. - The Saviour of the 
world, therefore, not only corrected this
